PRESIDENTS AND : A BAD WAY of our politics is to put our 
PARTY PRESIDENTS. chief executive into office with a wrong 

idea of his duty. He is apt to be left with 
the notion that he is President, not of the United States of America, 
but of the party that elected him. And, basing his acts upon this mis- 
conception, he is prone to give his first attention to his party instead 
of to his country. This would not work to the country’s harm if the 
party wanted what the country wanted; but the two sets of wants are 
generally different, and the country suffers from being second in line. 


In Grover Cleveland we had an exception to this rule of party Presi- , 


dents. From the beginning of his service he showed that he meant to 
be the President of the whole people. Not one of his important acts was 
prompted by solicitude for his party. He kept ever before him the full 
and wider field of his duty. From the outlook of the practical politician 
this was foolish. It gained him the enmity of those leaders who hold 
that a President’s first duty is to his party. But he won the people’s con- 
fidence and was made President a second time. And again he was Presi- 
dent of the whole people. Some way, he never could learn to content 

himself with being President of the Democratic party.

In Mr. McKinley we seem to have gone back to the plain, old- 
fashioned party President. He means to do the best possible things for 
his country; but he grew up and has lived in the belief that the country 
is best served when the Republican party is best served.

the Republican party is a high protective tariff, and he sincerely believes 
that in satisfying that need he will be curing all the ills from which the 
country suffers. If the country should persist in ailing after the Republican 
party has won back the affection of all Trusts and monopolies by building 
a new tariff, why, the country is very stupid, ungrateful and unpatriotic, 
and deserves to suffer. After living through a grievous ordeal in which 
all its energies were required to keep out the devil of bad money, it ought 
to be satisfied to listen to worn-out sophistries about the foreigner paying 
the tax, and weak foolishness about ‘‘the prompt payment of liberal pen- 
sions.” It is not a very high quality of statesmanship that argues thus, 
but it’s a kind much bred by our politics; and perhaps it is quite natural 
that we seldom have a President who can get above such partisanship and 
be a President of the whole people. 


CONCERNING ¥ SEEMS to be thought fashionable and up-to date 
TRUSTS. just now for the tariff-loving Republican to scowl 

at Trusts and to threaten them with punishment. 
The attitude is not wholly consistent. Indeed, it may be thought by some 
to be absurdly inconsistent, as if a manufacturer of burglars’ tools and sup- 
plies should deprecate lively times in the house-breaking and safe-cracking 
professions. But what is a Republican to do after it has become notorious 
that certain Trusts thrive unduly at the people’s expense? He can really 
do nothing but denounce them as if they were just naturally wicked, like 
murderers and highwaymen and Sabbath-breakers. It would never do to 
admit openly that only those Trusts are harmful and fraudulent which 
have a monopoly secured to them by a protective tariff. And so he works 
up a splendid indignation over their general iniquity, and thoughtfully 
refrains from any specific complaint. For example, one Republican has 
introduced in the Senate a resolution providing that when an article or a 
commodity is found to be controlled by a Trust, it shall be at once put on 
the free list. Many good souls must have read that and at once felt 
ashamed of their past suspicions of the Republican party. Of course, the 
resolution received no serious attention from the Senate. It was merely 
an official expression of ‘sympathy with the over-taxed consumer — an 
intimation that the Republican party is watching things very closely and 
is only awaiting a favorable opportunity to be extremely unkind to Trusts. 
But this is the meat of the Trust question: A commodity which is not 
under a prohibitory duty may be safely left to any Trust or any possible 
combination of capital. The better organized the Trust, the cheaper will 
be the cost of production and the selling price. But a prohibitory duty upon 
any article or commodity will give a Trust the power to rob the people. 
The Sugar Trust controls the production and price of refined sugar solely 
through the tariff that puts a virtually prohibitory duty on the imported 
article. In consequence, it is able to rob the people of vast sums yearly. 
But-if all refined sugars were put on the free list the Sugar Trust would 
at once be reduced to a legitimate business basis by reason of the open 
competition it would have to meet. This truth has become so clear that 
such fine old humbug as the Pettigrew resolution referred to can not much 
longer disguise it.
